When members of the local farm 
organization began to stress more 
than a year ago, the necessity of 
planning for the Regina World’s 
Wheat Fair of 1052, it seemed a long 
view to take. 

However, so far as exhibits are con” 
cemed, the Fair of 1932, is now upon 
us. What is sowed this spring will 
furnish the samples sent from the 
district. 

This is just another evidence of 
the long process involved in farm re¬ 
turns and the necessity of reckoning 
not for today nor for next month, but 
for a year or two years or ten years 
ahead. 

Farming is a far-sighted business, 
and no doubt many men of the dis- 
f trict have been carrying the thought 
of the great International grain ex¬ 
hibit of 1932 into their every opera¬ 
tion. Special soil preparation) and 
the best choice of clean seed are ob- 
—vious features to be “considered, and 
it is hoped there will be many entries 
from this district. 

Over many years , the district has 
produced grain of excellent quality. 
It has rarely been subjected to acute 
drought, nor other whole evidences of 
nature’s vengeance. It would be a 
great satisfaction to prove to that 
world that this is a productive wheat 
belt of the best type. 

Great interest is being taken in 
the Regina Fair throughout the West 
Bpt pnly by ' ftirm organizations but 
by. city men. The Indian Head Board 
of Trade is furnishing small amounts 
of grain’of high quality to farmers 
desirous of entering the contest. 

It is a great opportunity for every 
wheat growing area of the prairie? to 
"sell itself” to the nations of the 
world, especially at this time when 
Canada’s claim for business is based 
on the superiority of her wheat.

In view of the fact that farm im¬ 
plements are one of the heavy ex¬ 
penses in all farming operations, and 
that farmers are greatly concerned 
in the tariff policies affecting farm 
machinery, it is interesting to note 
that the prices on Massey Harris 
machinery have dropped greatly this 
year.

( Some things such as raw cotton and 
raw rubber, she must import, but a 
i great proportion of the 800 million 
might have been distributed amongst 
factories in her own country. This 
would have given employment to al¬ 
most 150 thousand more workers in 
Canada. '>

in other countries, only relieves the 
employment situation elsewhere, and 
increases unemployment in Canada. 

When Canadian factories make “a 
conscientious honest effort to reduce 
the prices of fti&r products, in order 
to meet the buying power of the pub¬ 
lic, they show that the tariff increas¬ 
es are working out for the benefit of 
the ultimate consumer, and are fur¬ 
nishing the manufacturer with a 
more stable market.

"Now, all together, and a little 
more spirit please,” is the substance 
of the admonition of the Dry Goods 
Economist ir. discussing business con¬ 
ditions. The journal points out that 
for some weeks past the country has 
been moving toward higher levels of 
prosperity, hut- “we are” climbing 
with tears in our eyes,” apparently 
as reluctant to believe that times are 
geting better, as we were reluctant to 
believe a year ago that times were 
going to be bad. 

Trade charts have generally shown 
a rise since last November. Some 
lines of business have felt no definite 
reaction as yet, and it will take some 
time before .the feeling of new life 
permeates the entire business struc¬ 
ture. But there seems to have been 
for some time a decided move toward 
higher levels of national prosperity. 
The surplus stocks have apparently 
been moving and ~thr~TlFrn$ntFYdr 
more stock is increasing. Apparently 
the difficulty now is the psychological 
condition created by the depression.

LARGE WHEAT I 
r * DP Y OVER 

The Federal officials now meeting 
in Ottawa have estimated that the 
carry over of wheat this year is the 
largest in history. 

The January estimate of the 1930 
crop was 397,872,000 bushels. The 
estimated carry over at July 31, 
1931, will bO about 115,000,000 bush¬ 
els. 

The total exports of wheat and 
flour for the seven months ending 
Feb. 28 1931 was 168,288,434 bushels 
with an export of 14,750,000 in 
March 1931-

UNBROKEN SPIRITS

All who have read the interview 
with the Montreal Press accorded by 
Senator Riley last week, will take 
pleasure in his characteristically 
terse comments on Western condi¬ 
tions. 

These comments have received, 
press prominence from coast to coast, | 
and will do much to place the West¬ 
ern situation accurately before other 
provinces, without presenting any 
exaggerated picture. 

Of late the people of the West,' 
have been troubled with a suspicion 
that they are affording an outlet for 
rhetorical efforts, without " getting 
much action. So many Lochinvars ; 
have gone out of the West painting 
racking pictures of poverty and des¬ 
pair that amongst them they have 
succeeded in creating a false impres¬ 
sion. Hopelessness and despair are 
qualities which do not belong in the 
West. They are out of character, 
and present a picture which not only 
is not accurate hut which may under¬ 
mine the confidence in us of the older 
provinces. 

So far at least, as Southern Alber¬ 
ta is cofifcemed, we find it impossible 
to recognize ourselves in many of the 
mdre Extreme word pictures. 

Undoubtedly the West is feeling 
grievously the drop in wheat prices. 
Some area may in truth be experienc¬ 
ing desolation and poverty, but these 
are suffering not so much from this 
year as from a succession of hard 
years. Even in these areas, it is 
doubtful if the Western spirit has 
succumbed. And so far as this part 
of Alberta is concerned, there has 
been very little evidence of privation, 
and very little even of restriction. 
Senator Riley intimates that those 
who have been most seriously affected 
by prices, have in many instances on¬ 
ly themselves to blame—and are 
cheerfully shouldering the burden. 
He says: “There is not the spirit of 
pessimism which some would impute. 
The optimism and grim determination 
which distinguished the pioneer, , is 
still alive.” 

From current reports, it would 
seem that our Eastern provinces are 
taking us more seriously than we 
are taking ourselves. They picture 
us broken in spirit stricken and de¬ 
void of hope, gnawing on our crusts 
of bread. As a matter of fact, 
throughout this district and many 
similar districts, this winter has hit 
the high record for social intercourse 
and general merry-making, yte inaV- 
have been ‘dancing with tears in our 
eyes,” but we have been dancing as 
never before, while the old folks 
down East have mourned over our 
plight. 

Senator Riley has done the West 
a service in presenting a sensible, ac¬ 
curate picture of the general situa¬ 
tion and the self-respecting way in 
which it is being met.

The 
Premier introduced it and its pur¬ 
port is “to assist, promote and en¬ 
courage amateur sport and recreation 
in schools, community centres and 
through associations of amateur 
sportsmen.” 

Premier Brownlee made it clear 
that the only purpose in introducing 
the bill this season was to give a bas- 
| is of organization for the considera- 
j tion of the next session. 

. This appears to be a very forward 
! ooking piece of legislation if real- 
; ized. 

| No details of plans have been given, 
but doubtless Premier Brownlee has 
something definite in mind. 

Ardent believers in sport as a’cure- 
all for every ailment, mental, moral 
and physical, will hail such a piece 
of legislation with enthusiasm. 

Even those who are moderately com 
mitted to the healing value of sport, 
will see in this paternal encourage¬ 
ment, elements of real value. 

I Sport is a normal outlet for youth- 
I Ail and adolescent years. It has ' a 
j distinct hearing on character and 
| habit development. It places a cer- 
| ^ain desirable emphasis on physical 
j fitness and good health. It has a dis- 
; Dnct bearing on character and habit 
I development. It has a social val- 
I ue, bringing people together in friend 
i iy, competitive action, demanding 
I honesty of performance, fair dealing 
i and self control 

In thus acknowledging the import- 
lance of amateur sport in the life of 
| the people of The Province, the Gov- 
1 emment has no doubt considered its 
value in relation to' numerous social 
problems. 

| The lack of any sport activity or 
j encouragement has been found to 
play a large part in the tendency to 
juvenile crime. It is rarely that 
young people, athletically inclined 
and with opportunities for healthful 
exercise, are found in juvenile courts. 
It is better to promote recreation 
grounds over the province, than build 
j more jails. It is known that an over¬ 
whelming amount of taxes goes to 
hospitals for the mentally and physi¬ 
cally unfit and to the punishment of 
crime. )t So much so, that the merest 
fraction is left for the special devel¬ 
opment of physical and mental health 

Surely it is a wise move to start at 
the beginning of life, and to put in 
practice, the established truth that 
every, child is entitled to health and a 
chance to play. 

Again the lack of sport facilities 
has been the source of discontent in 
many country districts, where young 
people are quite as fond of games as 
their town cousins. Any encourage¬ 
ment which might he given to ama¬ 
teur sport in community centres 
through the country would be of real 
benefit. We have had local evidence 
‘ luring the past year of the keenness 
i of the, farm boys for organized sport. 
• In a nearby community hall, badmin¬ 
ton was plavo i from morning till 
night, all this winter, all the players 
being from the surrounding rural 
districts. • 

A recognition of the value of sport, 
not as the pursuit of a specialized 
’ew, but as an important part of 
general living, is receiving definite im 
petus. It is interwoven in the ideals 
if the Town Planning Commission, it 
s in the background of Hon. George 
rloadley’s health schemes, it is part 
of the concern of the Educational De¬ 
partment and when Premier Ilrown- 
ee definitely launches such a bill it 
is likely to take a place in the legis- 
ative scheme, along with good roads 
ails, asylums, parks and school cur¬ 
ricula.

GOOD YEAR 


The year 1980 was satisfactory to 
(he Canadian fruit trade, and exports 
were higher in value than in 1929. 

The yield of apples was smaller 
hut the price was higher, and more 
than half the value of fruit produc¬ 
tion in the Dominion in 1930 was 
found in apples. The average price 
per barrel in 1930 was $3.46 as com¬ 
pared with ■' t 2.70 in .1929. B.C. led 
the provinces in this fruit with Nova 
Scotia second. Pears showed an in¬ 
crease both in amount and value, and 
there wer’e al$o increases in produc¬ 
tion in peaches, cherries and grapes. 

The chief export market for Cana¬ 
dian fruit is the United Kingdom 
Which last year took over 75 per cent, 
of the total Canadian export.

At the beginning, 14 institutes and 
three locals of the I'.F.W.A. contri¬ 
buted what they could toward the 
proposed rest room, while the munici¬ 
palities of Royal, Marquis and Vul¬ 
can gave liberally toward its erec¬ 
tion. A mite box on the door invites 
those who wish to contribute to the 
fund for its maintenance. Mrs. 
Doane who is responsible for its 
present attractiveness, is always 
there to welcome visitors and see to 
their comfort. Cheerful plants bloom 
in the windows, and gay curtains and 
cushions add to the brightness of the 
room. A bureau of exchange is also 
maintained here, and the institute re¬ 
ceives a commission for produce sold. 

The history of the Vulcan W.I. is 
one of many achievements. Ilefore 
the war it functioned successfully, 
but during the.year from 1914 until 
1918 the Institute became absorbed in 
the Red Cross, doing excellent work 
for its many causes. Twelve years 
ago, the W.I. was reorganized when 
Mrs. Gordon MacKay was cinstituen- 
cy convener.
